OPERA, on page 3, 1s distinctive in its color combinations 
and very different in its gay form of bloom. The long slender 
buds, borne on long stems, are almost bicolor in the intensive 
suffusion of golden-yellow at the base, to a scarlet at the top 
of the bud. As the flower opens to a full 6 inch bloom, the 

etals quill slightly and the color becomes a gay flaming, 
ee, scarlet-red with a buff-yellow on the reverse of the 
petals. The general effect is airy and bright, capturing atten- 
tion and admiration, wherever the plant is grown or shown. 
When first shown in competition, Opera won the Gold Medal 
for the most beautiful rose of France, also Gold Medals at 
National Rose Society, London; Geneva, Switzerland, and 
Bagatelle, France.
